Farm activities for the week included planting small grains and canola, spreading fertilizer and preparing machinery.

MATANUSKA VALLEY: An average of 5.0 days was suitable for fieldwork. Topsoil moisture was reported at
100% adequate. Subsoil moisture was reported as 5% short, 95% adequate. Small grains fields were starting to
emerged. Range & pasture condition was rated as 15% fair, 70% good, 15% excellent. Livestock conditions were
listed at 5% fair, 50% good, 45% excellent. Major farm activities during the week included planting small grains and
potatoes, transplanting vegetables, spreading fertilizer, cutting sod and irrigating.

KENAI PENINSULA: There were 3.0 days suitable for fieldwork last. Topsoil moisture was reported at 5%
short, 95% adequate. Subsoil moisture was reported as 100% adequate. Range & pasture condition was rated as
10% poor, 25% fair, 50% good, 15% excellent.
